+The months of Dec., 1921, Jan. and Feb., 1922, 
were spent by Mrs. Edson at the Disarmament 
Conference at Washington, D.C. While travel- 
ing she charged $3 a day for meals; and in Wash- | 
ington she charged $4 per day for meals and $5 | 
per day for room. 

On June 16, 1921, Mrs. Edson filed claim for 
railroad fare, hotel expenses, meals and per diem 
for five days, for a trip to Yosemite Valley, to | 
attend the Federation of Women’s Club meeting. 
Her bill was $108.95, but she was allowed $107.45.

$4 a day. Having the ability to figure that any 
working gir! can live on 90 cents a day, it is 
really marvelous with what skill she can pile up 
expense and per diem for herself. 

California manufacturers, of a certain type, 
never tire of telling their women workers about 
the “wonderful commission” that is looking out 
for their welfare. Wonder if they also would 
think it so awfully wonderful if the working 
women took a leaf out of Mrs. Edson’s diary and 
charged expenses on top of their little per diems? 
Of course, their song would be different. 

Isn’t law a wonderful thing How easy some 
people get by, and how others get into a fix every 
time. 

And the pity of it is that such things are so 
common that not one of us can see the humor 
of it. Rightly considered, Mrs. Edson should be 
placed in the niche of California history with 
that Austrian woman who became queen ot 
France, and who innocently suggested, when the 
people of Paris complained of not having any 
bread: “Then why don’t they eat cake.”

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Daily the radical shouters for free speech un- 
consciously demonstrate that they are for free 
speech for themselves alone. They are not, how- 
ever, observing enough to see that their actions 
speak louder than their words. As a consequence 
they persistently demonstrate in practice that 
their words are nothing but hypocritical attempts 
to deceive. Last Friday night about fifteen or 
twenty red visitors to the Labor Council meeting 
got up from their seats and marched out of the 
hall as President David P. Barrows of the Uni- 
versity of California started to speak. The thing 
was very evidently the result of a previous agree- 
ment among them to show disrespect for the head 
of that great public institution of learning solely 
because his beliefs and policies are not in har- 
mony with their peculiar brand of philosophy. 
The conduct of these visitors was about the shal- 
lowest, silliest and most contemptible among the 
many instances in which they have abused the 
courtesy of the Council in permitting them to be 
present at the regular weekly meetings

Last week a member of a building trades union 
in this city was approached by one of those radi- 
cal world-savers who is attempting to destroy the 
legitimate building trades organizations through 
promoting the so-called “Rank and File Federa- 
tion of Workers.” The radical said: ‘Don’t you 
know that you are being deceived by the officers 
of your union solely for the purpose of keeping 
their jobs and getting a living off of your earn- 
ings.” The trade unionist replied: “No. I don’t 
know that, and I am sure that you do not know 
it either, because it is not true, though the boss, 
who wants to run a non-union job, told me the 
same thing only a few days ago. I have been in 
the labor movement for twenty-five years and I 
have paid pretty close attention to the work of 
officers and the union itself and I know that on 
the whole the officers are a pretty square lot, in 
spite of the fact that in isolated instances one may 
discover a grafter here and there. But I believe 
you are a grafter, and I know you are a liar. I 
also suspect that you are a detective in the employ 
of the enemies of the workers and doing their 
dirty work for pay. And I consider such animals 
the foulest creatures God allows to roam the 
earth. Never come near me again if you have 
any regard for your physical comfort.” The trade 
unionist quoted knew what he was talking about, 
and we mention it to call attention to the harmony 
of conduct between the radical and the union- 
smashing employer. Their conduct is similar and 
their desires and hopes are alike always, for their 
aim is to destroy the organizations of the workers. 


EMPLOYMENT AGENCY CONFERENCE. 

Next Wednesday morning a conference called 
by the Vigilant Committee, which has made an 
extensive investigation of the practices of fee- 
charging employment agencies, is to convene in 
this city, with the object in view of mapping out 
plans calculated to bring an end to the many 
abuses that have grown up with the development 
of the business. The abuses surrounding the con- 
duct of employment agencies which charge fees 
for directing applicants to positions have been 
discovered to be both numerous and vicious, and 
the committee determined to call a conference of 
the many organizations in San Francisco inter- 
ested in humanitarian affairs in order to get the 
best possible advice as to what should be done to 
correct the prevalent evils. In spite of the fact 
that the State of California conducts free employ- 
ment agencies, the pay agencies collected from 
the workers of this State last year more than a 
million dollars in fees for furnishing information 
as to possibilities of employment to those in 
search of positions. The fees charged in many 
cases are disgracefully high and the individual in 
search of employment is compelled to meet the 
demand of the agency or forfeit the opportunity 
for a position, yet the State agencies could handle 
the entire field if employers would only send 
their orders to them. Why employers will send 
orders to fee-collecting agencies rather than te 
the free bureaus operated by the State is hard to 
understand. The principle reason assigned by 
those consulted concerning the matter has been 
that they were unaware of the existence of the 
Iree agencies. This fact is doubtless due to the 
solicitation and publicity that the fee-charging 
agencies are enabled to carry one out of the 
money collected in fees from the workers. The 
State agencies have never had appropriations suffi- 
cient to enable them to effectively compete with

the private institutions in the matter of solicita- 
tion and advertising and it would seem that one 
way of bringing about a change in this state of 
affairs would be for the people to see to it that 
the Legislature furnish adequate funds for the 
effective and proper conduct of the public 
agencies now in existence as well as to provide 
for the opening of offices in a number of other 
sections of the State which have heretofore been 
neglected in this regard. It is the height of fool- 
ishness to operate agencies without money enough 
to enable them to do the work they are intended 
to do. Economy of this brand surely is of the 
“penny wise, pound foolish” variety, and in spit: 
of the present disposition to cut down expendi- 
tures of all kinds, here is an instance where larger 
appropriations would lead to real economy so far 
as the people of the State of California are con- 
cerned, and a dollar saved to the people through 
the operations of the free employment agencies 
is a dollar added to the actual wealth of the State, 
because it means the putting of a dollar into the 
pocket of the man who renders real service and 
taking it away from one who has really been 
collecting it without giving anything of substan- 
tial character in return. The conference has a 
big job before it, and it is to be hoped that it 
will go at the problem in intelligent fashion and 
stay with it until a practical solution has been 
found and placed in active operation.

Apparently the National Women’s Party will 
not be able to put through the silly constitu- 
tional amendment which would destroy the 
work of half a century by the labor movement 
to establish sane and safe conditions for women 
in the world of industry.

at Twenty-second 
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LEGISLATION IN THE STATES. 

It is my pleasure to report that through the 
activities of the trade union movement and their 
sympathizers most vicious legislation proposed 
in a number of states has been defeated. A com- 
pulsory laber bill was presented to the New York 
Legislature. The State Federation of Labor noti- 
fied all unions in that state, and on March 1 sey- 
eral hundred representatives went to Albany to 
enter protest. I had the privilege of making 
extensive arguments against the bill and_ this 
species of legislation. Mr. Matthew Woll, Vice- 
President of the American Federation of Labor, 
pointed out the unconstitutional phases of ths 
bill. The protests and arguments entered prover 
effective and the bill was killed in committee. 
Eleven other bills detrimental to labor were also 
defeated during the session of the legislature. 


Two bills introduced in the Rhode Island Legis- | 


lature, to which attention was called in the March 
circular, were killed in committee. They provided 
for the compulsory incorporation of trade unions, 
forbade strikes, and provided for compulsory 
labor, 

The two most un-American bills presented in 
the Missouri Legislature also met defeat because 
of the opposition of labor. One prohibited strikes 
and the other provided that a district attorney 
could file a complaint before a justice of the peace, 
who could constitute himself a “grand jury.” Any 
one who testified before this “grand jury” and 
informed others of what he had said could be 
fined $200. 

The “equal rights” bill in the Virginia Legisla- 
ture, ostensibly to aid women but in reality to 
repeal all protective laws for women in indus- 
try, was also defeated in committee through the 
efforts of the American Federation of Labor. 
The same bill also failed of passage in New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, South Carolina, Mississippi and 
Kentucky. 

In Louisiana, through the efforts of the State 
Federation of Labor, a provision was placed in 
the new constitution providing that the legisla- 
ture should never enact any laws fixing the wages 
or salaries of wage earners—women and children 
excepted.
